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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Information Disclosure Statement filed on has been received. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the biasing spring must 
be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 6 states that the pin is coupled to the rotor. The examiner is unclear how this is 
possible. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

6. Claims 1, 10-12, 14, 16,18,19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by EP 0953774 which has the English equivalent of U.S. Patent no. 
6,318,513. 

Wedge 18, motor 32, gearing 34,36, pin 30. The motor rotates the carrier ring (thus 
rotating the wedges) to adjust the level of braking and self-energization force. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 7,15, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over EP 0953774. 

EP 0953774 is relied upon as above. EP 0953774 does not disclose a biasing spring. 
The examiner takes official notice that biasing springs are well known . 

9. Claims 2-5, 8,9, 13, and 17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
